This fault of the tongue is_ so 
prevalent that it needs no de- 
scription. The children of Israel 
suffered greatly because they | 
grumbled and _ complained 
against their Divinely chosen 
leaders; yet at the same time 
their leaders were doing their 
best to obey the Lord and to 
prove a blessing to every one of 
them by leading them out from 
the land of bondage, hardships 
and misery to a land that flowed 
with milk and honey, but God 
took care of those whom He had 
chosen, also looked after the 
grumblers and complainers by 
giving them the due reward of 
their deeds. 


Most anybody can be a grum- 
bler, but it- takes a real man 


body can criticize others, but it 
takes a man with a backbone to 


himself over to be controlled by 
public sentiment he certainly 
would have been in bad long 
before they reached Kadesh- 
barnea. The public servant who 


or control by criticism is doom- 
ed to failure. No public ser- 
vant can be at his best for the 
cause that he represents until 
he becomes indifferent to public 
opinion and fully resolves that 
he will do right and leave the re- 
sults in the hands of He to 
whom we all have to do. 

Some seem to choose for their 
dart of the work to grumble and 
complain at what othe.s do. 
They offer severe criticism at 
the methods employed; yet at 
the same time they fail to in- 
troduce a better system. One 
fisherman should never criticize 
the methods of the other fel- 
low unless he can string more 
fish than the other fellow can. 
It is said that a young college 
student remarked to his profes- 
sor that Proverbs were nothing, 
that he could beat what Solo- 
mon did. The professor im- 
mediately assigned him the task 
of writing proverbs for him, 
and it is enough to say that the 
young student failed before he 
began. Grumbling and com- 
plaining is mighty hard on re- 
ligion, in fact, the deeply pious 
chooses a better job. 

(2) The fault of exaggera- 
tion. This is very prevalent 
among more people than you 
would at first imagine. People 
who would shrink from actual 
falsehood and who never mean 
to be untruthful, yet are guilty 
of this fault, many times by 
just coloring their statement a 
little bit, make it look just a 
little more beautiful than it 
really is. Many reporters are 
accused of coloring their news, 
thus swerving too far to the 
right or to the left, some times 
allowing personal prejudice to 
make their write up just a little

BE AT PEACE AMONG YOURSELVES

“Be at peace among your- 
selves”. Alas! how often the op- 
posite of this is true in assem- 
blies. Too frequently there is 
a state of cannibalism. “If ye 
bite and devour one another, 
take heed that ye be not con- 
sumed one of another”. ‘“Con- 
sumed” !—reduced to ashes. Are 
there not some meetings where 
this residue is about all that is 
left? It has not been the wreck- 
er from without; we have per- 
ished in mutual slaughter. More 
than one saint bears the marks 
of this deadly conflict, and more 
than one has died of a broken 
heart. “In the world ye shall 
have tribulation”. We have a 
right to expect better things in 
the assembly. 

“Be at peace among your- 
selves”. The word Jerusalem 
means “a dwelling in peace.” 
Each meeting#should be a kind 
of miniature Jerusalem. Qne is 
met with, “Wisdom that is from 
above is first pure, then peace- 
able”. But the one who allows 
the flesh in correcting evil is 
allowing the very thing he is 
contending against, and he 
seeks the cleansing of another 
with soiled hands, as it were. 
To use the “water of separa- 
tion” you must be “a clean per- 
son” (Num. 19). Moreover, it 
does not say, “Wisdom that is 
from above is only pure”, but 
“first pure”, clearly implying it 
has other qualities. It is “peace- 
able, gentle, and easy to be in- 
treated, full of mercy”, etc. One 


mourns that the traits of gentle- 





ness and mercy are far too of- 
ten wanting in those who con- 
tend for purity. And yet, God 
has joined these together, and 
shall we divorce them? “Truth” 
has its companion virtue: By 
“mercy. and truth iniquity is 
purged”’. 

Do not miss, “full of mercy”. 
One would not contend for the 
toleration of evil, for holiness 
becometh the house of the Lord 
forever. His glory must be 
maintained. But is holiness s - 
cured, and His glory maintained 
at the sacrifice of the graces He 
enjoins—“meekness”, ‘“gentle- 
ness”, and “mercy”? It does 
not cover the case to say, “If 
a brother .lose his temper in 
trying to prove that 2 and 2 
make 4, it is too bad he lost his 
temper, but 2 and 2 make 4 
just the same.” The thing we 
are considering is not a cold, ab- 
stract proposition; it involves 
consciences and hearts, and our 
behavior before God, and can- 
not be thus curtly dismissed. 
Nor isit a mere question of 
“proving;” it is a dealing with 
souls and with what is due His 
glory, and this will envolve the 
consideration of the ways of the 
Cleanser, as of the ways of the 
one to be cleansed. Is not His 
honor as much connected with 
my conduct in setting things 
right, as .with the conduct of 
the one who is already gone 
wrong? Beloved brethren; in 
many who are most zealous for

but we feel that the above men- 


fioned will be a sufficient re-| 


minder. We will now proceed 
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to look for some remedy or re- 
straint for this little member. 
(1) Watchfulness. The Psalm- 
ist said, “I will take heed to my 
ways, that I sin not with my 
tongue.” From this we con- 
clude that there is a way of re- 
straint, and the activities of this 
little member can be made a 
blessing rather than a curse. We 
are repeatedly exhorted to 
watch! “watch!! watch!!! al- 
most throughout the entire Bi- 
ble. Now the enemy knows 
that he cannot get us to go out 
into what is termed by many as 
open sin; yet he knows if he 
can get us to talk away all the 
Spiritual power that we have 
and leave us powerless, fireless 
and leave’ our neighbors torn 
and bleeding and ready to die 
because of unguarded words he 
has succeeded. Oh, how easy 
to grieve the Holy Spirit away 
by just saying some Iittle mean, 
slanderous something about 
our brother, then on the other 
hand how we can invite His 
resence among us when we 
find good things to say of each 
other. Dear ones, you can cul. 
tivate either if you choose. 

(2) Another good way is to 
cherish only kind thoughts of 
people. Do not allow yourself 
even to think evil then you are 
not apt to speak evil. The story 
is told of a man who positively 
would not allow himself to 
speak evil of any man, so some 
mischievous boys decided they 
would test him out, so they 
selected an example which 
seemed to be a fellow that ap- 
peared to be almost worthless. 
They asked him what he 
thought about that fellow. He 
paused a minute as_ if in deep 
study, finally his reply was that 
he was certainly a good whist- 
ler. He was determined to 
search out something good and 
mention that. All would do well 
to apply the same rule. 

It is said that in the early 
days of Methodism that Wesley 
put into effect a rule that no 
member would be allowed _ to 
speak evil or disrespectful of 
another in their absence. I am 
of the firm belief that that 
would be a good rule for the 
Church in these last days, in 
fact, I believe it would be more 
beneficial than some other little 
minor rules that we have under- 
taken to put into effect. Oh, 
dear souls, let’s fully purpose it 
in our hearts that we will hence- 
forth bury the weeknesses of 
others in silence and proclaim 
their virtues upon the house- 





tops. Let us endeavor to en- 
courage and help rather than 
discourage, drag down, wreck 
and ruin by careless and’ evil 
speaking and slanderous things 
against those with whom we 
may be associated. 

(3) Another remedyis to 
turn a deaf ear to slanders. 
Never lend a listening ear to 
those who may want to circu- 
late some slanderous report on 
a member or even any one in 
the community. The sense of 
hearing is such a grand bless- 
ing. We should not lend our 
ears to the enemy of souls to 
pour his slime and slander in, 
but dedicate them to God to 
hear good things, good music, 
good singing, good preaching 
and good words about your 
neighbors. Sad to say that 
some seem to have an increas- 
ing desire to hear something 
bad about their fellowman, 
they become so degenerate that 
they would rather hear that 
than something good. Never 
allow yourself to do this, but 
cherish an increasing desire to 
hear that which is gooa and 
wholesome, somethug fiat will 
feed your Spiritual being and 
cause you to grow like calves of 
the stall. If all would fully re- 
solve that they will speak good 
things about each other in- 
stead of bad things, oh, the 
radical change that would be 
brought about throughout the 
land: the unusual power that 
would fallin copious showers 
and all would be refreshed and 
blest and henceforth cherish a 
tender conscience against those 
things that grieve the Spirit and 
cause our services to be dead, 
dry and barren. 


Oh, may we invite the pres- 
ence of God in our midst in a 
special way by exalting the 
worthy name of Jesus Christ, 
the Divine Head of the Church, 
saying good things about one 
another, stand by each other, 
drop a tear of sympathy for 
those who are tempted and tried 
and struggling to make their 
way through to the City of Gold. 
Oh, may we be encouraged to 
improve on the things mention- 
ed if they have in any wise hin- 
dered us in the past, remem- 
bering the precious words of 
the Lord, “Then they that fear- 
ed the Lord spake often one to 
another: and the Lord hearken-- 
ed, and heard it, and a book of 
remembrance was written be- 
fore him for them that feared 
the Lord, and that thought upon

there is room for self-judgment; 
indeed the dust becomes us ev- 
ery one. Ignorance of the dev- 
il’s devices has contributed to 
the present confusion. If he can 
spoil an action by carrying us 
beyond the truth in dealing with 
sin (and it is difficult not to do 
this), he has triumphed. 

You cannot wash a brother’s 
feet with a club. You can make 
him black and blue, but this 
does not accomplish his cleans- 
ing. Nor is this a long distance 
action, as by a mop. You must 
be at his feet to really cleanse 
them. And do not forget the 
action of the “towel.” The thing 
should be done so thoroughly 
that nothing is left to even 
suggest to you that the broth- 
er ever needed cleansing :other- 
wise you are indulging lack of 
confidence, and the breach re- 
mains.Upon hearing another say 
“Thave ho confidencein that 
brothér,”’ the one spoken to 
replied, “Have you any in your- 
self?” The truth has a reflex 
action, so when you direct it at 
another you may feel the edge 
of it yourself, and should. 

“If a man be overtaken in a 
fault, ye which are spiritual, re- 
store such an one in the spirit 
of meekness; considéring thy- 
self, lest thou also be tempted”’. 

If there is one place more 
than another where we betray 
our unspirituality, it is in our 
inability to restore the over- 
taken. I solemnly believe the 
Lord ‘has a controversy with us, 
not only for what we allow in 
others, but for what we allow 
in ourselves in our manner of 
handling the issues in the as- 
semblies, and for the spirit and 
temper of our action towards 
those failing. We might ponder 
with profit. Psalm 103:8-14. Do 
not yield an atom of truth. 
“Stand fast” and “hold trast”. 
But stand where His searching 
light shines on you as on your 
brother, and hold “the truth 
as itis in Jesus”, who vas 
“meek and lowly in heart”. He 





was the great Peacemaker, and 
it cost Him most dearly. To us 
He says, “Blessed are the 
peacemakers”. It may cost us 
something to make peace, but 
in it we are blessed. 

How much we have missed, 
just here. But “the peace of 
God” must preside in our own 
hearts (Col. 3:15) if it spreads 
to others. “The fruit of right- 
eousness is sown in peace of 
them that make peace”. Are you 
a peacemaker, or are you sow- 
ing discord? With Christ be- 
fore our hearts we shall feel 
that there is the same mercy 
for others that there is for our- 
selves. It should be written be- 
fore our souls in letters bold and 


bright, “GOD IS RICH IN 
MERCY.” Had it not been 
shown us in lingering patience, 
as sinners oras saints, what 


would be our estate? It will nev- 
er degenerate in the toleration 
of evil, in ourselves or in ot,‘ers, 
but in numberless instances it 
would have carried where we 
have not gone, and some might 
be within, who are not without. 
May we feel it with God, or for 
those who have been dealt with 
in faithful discipline may we 
~ltivate the spirit of “For since 
I spake against him I do ear- 
nestly remember him still.” 
One would speak frankly, and 
fearlessly, since before Him vw¢ 
should be transparent and un- 
afraid. Has not one felt a jar of 
spirit upon entering a meeting, 
only to find later that this meet- 
ing is broken up into little »ar- 
ties and factions, on purely na- 
ial grounds? or maybe flesh- 
ly? Social and other distinctions 
“ove formed a breach’ wholly 
unbecoming those gathered 
around “the Lord of Glory”. 
What a leveler this title carries! 
I have no doubt the Spirit of 
God adopts this as suited to the 
line of things before Him in 
James 2. Whatever my rank, 
what am I in such a presence? 
While the servant is not to in- 
dulge undue familiarity with his 
master because on common 
ground in the assembly, in the 
assembly, we are sinners saved 
by grace and heirs together of 
the same glory; one the tenant 
of a mansion, the other of a 
hovel; both the heirs of a uni- 
verse for ever. We are saved 
alike; through the merit of 
another; our standing in Christ 
is the same-—“neither bond nor 
free”. How sweetly it is added, 
“But Christ is all, and in all”. 
Those beneath us in earthly 
station may outshine us there. 
Joab’s name is not mentioned 
amongst David’s “mighty men”, 
but the name of his armorbearer 
is. He may be just one of low 
degree, but choice, as filling the 
place assigned him by God “in 
the Body”. That manis most 
cultured who is most with God. 
This shivers our rude human

standards, but what so refining 


And then, is it not,to be de- 
plored that personal feeling is 
sometimes covered with the 
screen of concern for His glory? 
“Your brethren that hated you, 
that cast you out for My Name’s 
sake, said, Let the Lord be glo- 
rified”. It is added, “Rut He 
shall appear to your joy, and 
they shall be ashamed”. 

Iam aware that we have 
made a dismal descent to strike 
this point, but when you find 
the failures of some minified, 
whilst those of others are mag- 
nified, and this in the same 
meeting, you begin to wonder if 
this ‘‘concern” has not behind it 
mixed motives, wholly unbe- 
coming; those that have at heart 
the honor of His Name. In this, 
I would not furnish relief for 
those reaping the fruit of their 
sin, but I would lay bare that 
subtle and specious evil that too 
often passes undetected, and 
has not only failed to secure 
His Name from reproach, but 
has plunged the meeting into 
confusion, breaking the free 
flow of love and fellowship until 
it is anything but a “dwelling in 
peace”’, ' 

The Lord pity us in our fee- 
bleness and failure. May we 
walk with bowed head and 
chastened spirit, alive to His in- 
terests, while cultivating that 
love that “covers a multitude of 
sins” from others, rather than 
carry it before them. To in- 
dulge in ourselves what we de- 
cry in others, spells disaster. 

True love, and not mere gen- 
timent will take a shape accord- 
ing to the state of the object of 
it. It will not always be an af- 
fable thing. It will seek the 
blessing, and not merely the 
gratification of its object. But 
laxity is not to be met with le- 
gality. When Timothy has lost 
his courage, and Demas has 
gone to the world; and'“all have 
turned away’, Paul writes, “Be 
strong in the grace that is in 
Christ Jesus”. He who loved 
them to the end could say, “If 
I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with Me”.. He “loved the 
Church, and gave Himself for 
it’. But, in the midst of its 
failure, He is “girt about the 
breasts with a golden girdle”; 
His love is restrained, righteous- 
ly held in. As one recently wrote 
me, commenting on the expres- 
sion, “righteously restrained”, 
“T should be sure that is what I 
mean when I say it. One needs 
to guard against a phrase as 
being used from habit. I have 
seen it used, unconsciously no 
doubt, as a cloak for impatience 
and personal feeling”. 

A good test might be, does it 
gratify, or grieve me? Do lI feel 
it in love? Dol carry itas a 
sorrow? Do I tell it to others, 
or to Him?—Tract.
